Explanations : 

Concerning claims 1 and 6: 

Document 1 (abstract and claims), cited in the ISR, discloses 
materials- for medical use containing protein such as growth 
factors carried by hydrophilic macromolecules . The same document 
(line 4, page 15) discloses that it is possible to use a bone 
inducer as protein, and (lines 13 - 14, page 10) that it is also 
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possible to use macromolecules containing polyoxyethyene 
polyoxyproplylene copolymers as hydrophilic macromolecules. The 
said macromolecules cannot be differentiated clearly from the 
"polyoxyethyene polyoxyproplylene glycol" of claim 1 or 6. 
Comparing the materials described in claims 1 and 6, and the 
preparation disclosed in document 1, it appears that the former 
is specified to be used as cartilage/bone inducing materials for 
reparation, whereas the field of application of the latter is 
not specified. 

However, as disclosed in document 3, document 4, or document 5, 
cited in the ISR, it is well known that bone inducing materials 
carried by hydrophilic macromolecules, as medical materials for 
reparation, are used for the treatment of fracture and bone- 
defectiveness. Therefore, it would be easy for a person skilled 
in the art to apply the medical materials disclosed in document 
1 to such field of application. Consequently, claims 1 and 6 do 
not appear to involve an inventive step. 

Concerning claims 2 and 3: 

Document 2, cited in the ISR, discloses that Pluronic F 
(polyoxyethyene polyoxyproplylene copolymer) is favorable as a 
hydrophilic macromolecular material for carrying protein when 
protein such as hormones are administrated to an organism. 
Therefore, it would be easy for a person skilled in the art to 
use Pluronic F as a polyoxyethyene polyoxyproplylene copolymer 
disclosed in document 1. Consequently, claims 2 and 3 do not 
appear to involve an inventive step. 

Concerning claim 4 : 

Document 3, cited in the ISR, discloses that BMP-2 can be used 
as a bone inducer. Therefore, it would be easy for a person 
skilled in the art to use BMP-2 as a bone inducer of materials 
for medical use disclosed in document 1. Consequently, claims 4 
does not appear to involve an inventive step.

MEMO on applicantship of patent applications first filed in the name of 
Hoechst Japan Ltd. (HJL), Hoechst Pharmaceuticals & Chemicals KK 
(HPC) or Nippon Hoechst Marion Roussel Ltd. (NHMR) 

Background: 

1, Patent applications/patents related to pharmaceutical business of HJL 
were transferred to HPC on July 1, 1996 by a contract. Since then foreign 
patent applications based on them were filed in the name of HPC. (It is 
needless to say that the name of applicant of foreign patent applications filed 
by then was HJL.) 

2, NHMR was established on July 1, 1996. Since then original Japanese 
patent applications were filed in the name of NHMR. Foreign patent 
applications based on them were filed by the same name. 

3, NHMR changed the name into Hoechst Marion Roussel Ltd. (HMR) 
and HPC was merged into HMR on January 1, 1998 . 

4, At present the real owner of patent applications/patents filed in the name 
of HJL, HPC and NHMR is HMR. 

Registration of ownership change of foreign applications/patents: 

1, As for applications/patents which have already been under procedures 
by attorneys, no change will be made. 

2, Foreign patent applications to be filed from now will be filed in the name 
of HMR. The name of applicant for PCT applications will be changed 
during international phase if in which they are. 

3, As for the cases which require power of attorney from now on, the name 
of applicant will be changed into HMR. Because power of attorneys can no 
longer be issued by HJL, HPC or NHMR. 
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
